Define FDR's Place In History 
The Roosevelt story has already 


attained weighty proportions, only 
three years after his death. Fran- 
ces Perkins and James A. Farley 
have written books devoted largely 
to the late President. 
Men who 


guarded him and waited on him 
have added 
their 
ghost-written 
reminiscences. 


Henry 
Morgcnthau's 
diaries 


have much to say about the fcudin' 
and fightin' among the Cabinet 
and palace guard. Cordell Hull's 
memoirs deal almost as much with 
Mr. Roosevelt as with their author. 
Winston Chui-chill's have added to 
the story. And now come "The Se- 
cret Papers of Harry L. Hopkins" 
on the installment plan in Collier's 
Magazine. 


On the basis of two samples it 
seems to us that the latest cm.-; 
may turn out to be the best to date. 
For one thing, the papers werp 
arranged and their story written 
by Robert E. Sherwood, the play- 
wright and former Roosevelt speech, 
writer, and a gifted man 
with 


words. For another, Hopkins was 
closer to Roosevelt and was the 
repository of more inside informa- 
tion than anyone "else in the inner 
circle. 


Mr. Sherwood is an ardent Rooss- 
velt admirer and he makes 
no 


bones about it. He admits that 'ftis 
favorable prejudice probably shows 
up in his writing and colors 1he 
subject matter. But in spite of the 
confessed bias, the Sherwood ac- 
count strikes us as remarkable in 
that it probably will be read with 
de-light by people who admired the 
wartime President 
extravagantly 


and by those who disliked him with 
an almost pathological bitterness. 


The admiration and dislike that 


Mr. Roosevelt inspired were a con- 
slant and powerful force in our na- 
lional thought and life for a dox.-n 
falcful years. Those emotions are 
not entirely dead. And anyone wno 
can put himself in a neutral frame 
of mind will find a remarkably 
clear picture in these first Shc.-- 
wood samples of the aclions thai 
inspired these intense feelings as 
the United States approached the 
\vorld conflict.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 
Products, and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it- from containers 


is prohibited. 


All Pasteurized milk and milk products shall 


be placed in their final delivery containers in the 
plant in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump' 


lion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of 


one gallon or more shall be delivered in standard 
milk cans. 


Hotels, Schools, Public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original con- 
tainers for final consumption unless the bottle or 
container has a cap, or cover, with the name of the 
dairy products, plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful.

PRODUCTS ARE DELIVERED SHALL THOROUGH- 
LY CLEAN THE CONTAINERS I'M WHICH THE

It has been esti- 
mated that 350.000 people get into 
trouble with poison ivy each veafj 


Poison ivy grows only in North 


America from Canada to Mo-uco, 
It is entirely absent 
from other 


anrts of Ihe world. Theip is no 
wison ivy season, as the btalk is 
dangerous in 
winter even when 
'onvcs arc not growing. In sum- 
mer, however, 
more people arc 


;>ut of doors and hence more like- 
ly to be exposed to 'this poisonous 
skin irritant. 


Learn to Spot It 
Everyone should learn to recog- 


nize the three-pointed leaves 
of 
poison ivy. Much of the trouble 
comes from failure to recoqnue it. 
Some people are more sensitive to 
the poisoning than others, but any- 
one may fall a victim. Some peo- 
ple boast that they never get poi- 
son ivy. Sooner or later, if they 
continue 
to expose 
themselves, 
they usually regret this boast. It 
is well known that : people who 
have seemed safe for yetrs may 
come down when they least expect 
it. 
. 
• 


On the other hand, a few popplo 
are extremely sensitive: to poison 
ivy and can develop 
symptoms 


even if they stand in the smoke 
from a fire in which poison ivy 
is being burned.. This is because 
the 
smoke 
particles 
carry tiny 


dioplets of the oil from poison ivv. 
There is no sure quick cure for 


ivy poisoning. 
Severn! prppaia- 


tions for the skin are helpful and 
there arc some extracts fiom poi- 
son ivy which seem to be helpful 
in prevention 
and in some cases 


in 
treatment. 
However, doctors 


are in some disagreement on the 
value of this treatment. 
The best policy to follow is to 


avoid ivy plants. If a person corr.cs 
ia contact, with a plan and knows 
it, thorough 
washing 
wiui soap 
and water 
tyvo 
or three times 


should be carded out followed by 
rinsing -'carefully atlcr «a_n was!\ 
Many cahos are serious enough to 
require a doctor's advice.
